At Convocation Today 

Five honourary degrees will be awarded at the Spring Convocation exercises today. All 
five men honoured will recejve degrees of Doctor of Laws. This it the highest honour that 
McGill can bestow. * _ 



To be honoured are the Premier 
of the Province of Quebec, the 
Honourable Jean Lesafic; distin- 
guished hospital administrator Dr. 
Basil C. MacLean; noted conserv- 
ationist A. H. Richardson; the 
High Commissioner for the United 
Kingdom, the Right Honourable 
Viscount Amoty; and the Presi- 
dent of Mount Allison University, 
W. T. R. Flemington. Mr. Lesage 
will also be Convocation Speaker. 

J. LESAGE 

Premier Lcsace graduated from 
Ihc Faculty of Law at Laval Uni- 
versity in 1934. He was ejected 
Liberal Member of Parliament in 
the 1945 general election at the 
age of 33. In 1051 he was appoint- 
ed Parliament Assistant to the 
Minister of External Affairs, and 
in that and the following year re- 
presented Canada at the Thir- 
teenth and Fourteenth Sessions of 
the Economic and Social Council 
and at llic Sixth General Meeting 
of tlic United Nations, and chair- 
ed the International Conference of 
the Technical Assistance Board. 

In 1953 Mr. Lesage was appoint- 
ed in succession Parliamentary 
Assistant to the Minister of 
Finance, Minister of Resources 
and Development, and Minister of 
Northern Affairs and Natural Re- 
sources, a post which he retained 
until the Liberal defeat in 1957. 
The following year he left Ottawa 
to lend the provincial Liberal 
Party, and in 1060 became Premier 
of Quebec at the age of 40. 

B.C. MacLEAN 

Dr. MacLean graduated from 
McGill in 1027 and received the 
M.P.H. from John Hopkins Univer- 
sity in 1042. After serving as 
super intendent of Montreal. Gen- 
eral Hospital and later of New 
Orleans Touro Infirmary, he be- 
came Director of the Spring Mem- 
orial Hospital and Professor of 
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Hospital Administration at the 
University of Rochester in 1935. 

In 1954' Dr. MacLean left these 
posts to serve a three-year t> term 
as Commissionâr of Hospitals In 
New York City. He has also serv- 
ed as President of the American 
Hospital Association, of the Amer- 
ican College of Hospital Admin- 
istrators and of the Blue Cross 
Association. In 1053 he received 
the Award of Merit, American Hos- 
pital Association. ' 

A.H. RICHARDSON 

Mr. Richardson received bis 
B.A. in Biology from McMaster 
University in 1015 and the M.A. 
in 1016, and in 1020 received the 
S.M. (Silvaculture) from Harvard 
University. That same year he be- 
came Chief Forester in charge of 
reforestation at the Ontario De- 
partment' of Lands and Forests. 

In 1042 Mr. Richardson was ap- 
pointed Chairman of the Inter- 
Department Committee on the 
Ganaraska Watershed and Chief 
Conservation Engineer for the On- 
tario Department of Planning and 
Development In 1057 he was 
Chairman of the Metro-Toronto 
Conservation Authority. On his re- 
tirement in 1961 he was presented 
the gold medal by the^ Profes- 
sional Institute of Canada. 

D.H: AMORY 

Lord Amory was educated at 
Eton and at Christ Church, Ox- 
ford, and was an officer in the 
Territorial Army before serving 
in the Second World War. He was 
elected Conservative Member of 
Parliament in the 1045 general 
election, and since the Conservat- 
ives were returned to power in 
1051 he has successively held the 
ministerial posts of Pensions, 
State, Board of Trade, Agricul- 
ture and Fisheries, and Agricul- 
ture, Fisheries and Food. 
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In January 1058 Lord Amory 
was appointed Chancellor of the 
Exchequer in the MacMillan ca- 
binet. On bis resignation from.this 
post in July ' 1060 he was created 
a Viscount, and in 1061- he was 
appointed British High Commis- 
sioner to Canada.' 

W.F.R. FLEMINGTON 

Rev. Flemington received his 
B.A. from Mount Allison Univer- 
sity in 1022, his M.A. in 1023, and 
his B.Paed. from the University of 
Toronto in 1030. He was Head- 
master of Mount Allison Boys' 
School from 1030 to 1945, when 
he was made President of Mount 
Allison University. He was Pre- 
sident of the National Conference 
of Canadian Universities in 1058- 
59.

Three Mew Residences In Readiness To 



"There was an old woman who 
lived in a shoe; she had so many 
children that she had to build a 
new residence." That dear old 
woman 'Was McGill. and she built 
three new residences. 

One year to thV weeic after 
worlc commenced on the large 
project at the north end of Uni* 
vcrsity Street, the buildings were 
officially opened by the Duke of 
Edinburgh. In a brief ceremony 
on May 15, the Dulce unveiled a 
plaque on Bishop Mountain Hall,- 
the annular dining hall in the 
complex. The plaque commemor- 
ates the fact that "Bishop Moun- 
tain Hall and the group of resi- 
dences for men students compris- 
ing McConncll Hall, Molson Hall 



and Gardner Hall were officially 
opened by His Royal Highness 
Prince Philip Duke of Edinburgh- 
on the:. occasion: of the second 
Commonwealth Study Conference."- 
Private benefactors contributed 
$2,110,000 toward the project 
while the Canada Council pro- 
vided $1,700,000 and the rest, 
$700,000, was made available by 
the Provincial Government. The 
architects were Dumford, Bolton, 
Chadwicic and Ellwood and the 
general contractors, Foundation 
Company of Canada. 

500 Per, cent Jncrtaso 

Up to the ' completion of the 
new residences, -.University resi- 
dence facilities comprised Douglas 
Hall, opened in 1037, and Wilson- 



Hail, formerly the United Theolog- 
ical College, which together ac- 
commodate a total of 225 students. 
This represented only eight per 
cent of the male student popula- 
tion of over 2,800 students from 
outside Montreal. The new resi- 
dences with accommodation for 
685 men raises the total to 835. 
(Wilson Hall becomes an academ- 
ic building in September). The 
University will now be able to 
house 30 per cent of its out-of- 
town male students. 

. A six member committee under 
the chairmanship of Dr. Stanford 
Reid, Warden of Douglas Hall, . 
was set up by the Board of Gov- 
emers In October 1957 to study 
the residence problem. The other 



members of the committee were: 
Principal F. Cyrii James, Mr. G. 
A. Crimson, University' Comptrol- 
ler, Mr. R. G. Dcfrics, Director of 
Construction Projects, Mr. A T. 
Gait Dumford and Mr. Malcolm 
Bctt, representing the architects. 
Their findings and decisions re- 
sulted in these new buildings. Dr. 
Stanford Reid was recently ap- 
pointed Director of Men's Resi- 
dences at McGlll. 

Good Vantage Point 

The new residence complex 
occupies a unique location at the 
head of University Street to the 
north-west of Douglas Hall, on 
the south-cast slope of Mount 
Royal. The contours of the land 
have permitted the residences to 




be built of different levels, thus 
affording a splendid view of most 
of the City and the St Lawrence 
River Valley, 

McConnell Hall, the east byiJd- 
Ing, was named in honour of Jolin 
W. McConnell, Governor Emeritus 
of the University, and one of 
McGill's great benefactors, ids 
gift of $1,307,270 enabled the 
University to undertake imme- 
diate construction of a third re- 
sidence after the Board of Gov- 
ernors had announced plans to 
build two residences and a dining 
hall. 

Molson Halt is a tribute to two 
members of a distinguished fam- 
ily, the Honorable Hartland de M. 
Molson, 0-B.E., a Governor of the 
University since 1948, a member 
of the Senate of Canada since 
1955, and his brother Thomas 
Henry Pen tland Molson, E.D., Ini 
recognition of their substanUill 
contributions.

^ Buildings Well Equipped 

T The three residences arc indent- 
ical in appearance and facilities, 
of reinforced concrete construc- 
tion, with exterior brick and tile 
veneer finish. Each residence con- 
tains eight floors, including a sun- 
declc on the roof. 

Eight additional rooms on the 
ground floor of McConnell Hall 
afford this building a total stud- 
ent accomodation of 235. The other 
two each house 225. 

The ground floor In each con- 
-^tains storoge rooms, fully-equipp- 



ed automatic laundry for student 
use, television room, quarters' for 
Building Superintendent and the 
Matron. The main entrance to 
each residence facing into the 
quadrangle, is on the first floor. 

Opening out from the spacious 
lobby arc a common room, with 
good comfortable chairs, a games 
room which includes a snacic bar, 
billiards table and ping-pong ta- 
bic, and the administrative offices. 
A library-reading room, meeting 
room and a room lined with food 
dispensing machines are also lo- 
cated on tlic first floors. 
Sections Of 18 

The remaining six floors arc 
given over to the rooms for stud- 
ent residents. Each floor contains 
a total of 36 rooms in two sec- 
tions, with each student in his 
own room. All bedrooms are locat- 
ed on the outside walls and the 
service rooms— bathrooms, linen 
closets, etc. — are located in the 




center of the floor. No more than 
seven rooms open into one corri- 
dor. Each section of 18 rooms has 
its own small kitchenette with re- 
frigerator and stove for the pre- 
paration of coffee and light snacks.^ 
Each student is provided with 
a bed, chair, built-in wardrobe, 
bookcase, dresser and mirror, read- 
ing lamp, curtains, floor mat and 
ample power outlets. Several in- 
ventions of Dr. Stanford Held 
have lieen employed in the new 
buildings. Two of which are the 
chair in each room' and the con- 
vertable head-board on the bed. 
The chair Is useful as a desk 
chair and as well a lounging chair. 
The head-board on the bed comes 
forward at « tilt providing a 
comfortable reclining chair for 
studying. 

Promoting Solidarity 
Situated in the center of the 
quadrangle formed by the new 
residences, the Dining Hall is a 
unique circular glass ' enclosed - 
building. The lowrr floor contains 
washrooms, lobby staff otfices and 
cloakrooms. A nuge and ultra- 
, modem kitchen is situated here 
also and is linked to the two 
serving areas in >lie Dining Hall 
above by the elevators.

are presently provided in the old 
Union, and assorted service rooms. 

The Student Center as well as 
the ArU Building project Is under 
the dkection of the archiiuku» tu- 
fleck, Desbarats. Dimakapoulos, 
Lebcnsold and Sise. 

The . landscape of the campus 
will be somewhat altered during 
the expansion. A large terrace will 
replace the road and grass area 
from the. crossroads to the Arts 
Building. This stone terrace will 
feature various types of treej, 
flowers and possibly t few foun- 
tains. Access to the Arts Build- 
ing by vehicle will only be possi- 
ble by an approach from the sides 
and a drive along the new^terrace. 
As well, the road to the'Roddick 
Gates will be relandscaped with 
sidewalks recessed a few feet from 
the road. 

FUTURE EXPANSION 
OUTLINED 

After completion of the present 
plans, the University will embark 
on another series of building pro- 
jects. The Redpath Library will 
be extended to Sherbrooke and the 
old Biology Building will be re- 
habilitated to accommodate some 
of the administrative departments. 
The Eaton Electronics Laboratory 
and ihp ^diatipn Laboratories 



will have extra floors added, and 
the Law Faculty will receive an 
extension to Jts (3tanccllor Day 
Hall. A hew Physics Building may 
be constructed beside the propo- 
sed Chemistry Building. These 
projects are contemplated but no 
definite , announcements nave been 
made. 

In his brief talk Dr. James 
noted that one of the new Biology 
Buildings will bear the name of 
Mr. Walter Stewart in apprecia- 
tion of his great contribution made 
to the University over a long 
period. Mr. Stewart is how an hon- 
orary member of the Board of 
Governors of the University. 

The funds for most of the pro- 
jects in the first stage arc al- 
ready available. Of the total, one 
third — about $10,000,000 — 
comes from those who subscribed 
to the McGill Fund Campaign of 
1958, an equal amount from the 
accumulated federal grants or 
from the Canada Council and the 
remaining third has been made 
available by the Provincial Gov- 
ernment under BUI 64. 

The entile development plan

Professor Carl Winkler and with 
the technical assistance ol Profes- 
sor H. Spe.nce-Sales.

The Harry Barker Memorial 
Prize in English, to be given to the 
student who obtains the highest 
marks in first-year English litera- 
ture and composition, has been 
established by the will of his sister, 
the late Miss Dina Lee. It repre- 
sents her life sayings. 

Officially a janitor, sometimes 
reserved to as a "Knight of the 
Broom", Harry gained his nickname 
by his knowledge of and ability 
to quote Shakespeare's works. 
But he was also a poet in his own 
right, and several times contributed 
to tbQ..paily literary, coliunns. 

LATENT PROFESSOR? 
• A strong believer In education, 
Harry might have become a pro- 
fessor of English literature had 
he enjoyed a sound education. One 
of his most-quoted poems is 'Hitch 
Your Wagon ,to Old McGill': 
Ilitch your wagon to a star, 
A great philosopher once said, 



Hut stars are millions of miles away, 
And the old philosopher is dead. 
An I desire an education,. 
I thini: I have a vlan — 
HHch your wagon to Old AfcGill, 
4>id train to be a man. 

OTHER WRITINGS - 

He wrote "Lines on the Visit of 
Bliss Carman", and "Adieu to a 
Professor of Classics", four verses 
entitled "Thoughts During a Ram- 
ble", and a few lines beginning: 
"Oh for a shower of dollars ! This 
Is a poor man's dream". The stu 
dents thought so highly of his 
work that they sponsored a small 
volume of his verses, Simple Rhy 
met for Simple Folk. 

His boss for many long years 
was the late "Bill" Gentleman. 
The two set up a tradition of ja- 
nitorship wiiich may never again 
be equalled in thé history of "Old 
McGill".

McGill University and Queen's University have been named beneflclarie^ of the will of the 
Idte . Richard T. Mohan of Toronto, former Chairman of- the Board of General Foods Limited. Mr. 
Mohan, who died September 28,' 1961, held degrees from both universities. • 



In a joint announcement, Dr, 
F. C. James, . Principal of McGill. 
and Dr. J. A. Corry, Pirincipal of 
Queen's .pàid tribute to ; the. gen- 
erosity and interest in higher edu- 
cation shown by Mr. Mohan in 
making bequests likely to bring 
each university about $300,000. 

The Principals of both univer- 
sities emphasized the importance 
of such benefactions to univer- 
sities at a time of unprecedented 
requirements for funds to meet 
current operating and capital 
costs. 

In speaking of their apprecia- 
tion of Mr. Mohan's generous in- 
terest in the two universities of 
which he was a graduate, Dr. 
James and Dr. Corry stressed that 
such continuing interest of grad- 
uates helps to assure to succeed- 
ing generations opportunities for 
university study which such don- 
ors obviously valued throughout 
tlicir own lives. 

Mr. Mohan's will stipulates that 
after providing for spécifie leg- 
acies to members of his family and 
to Mrs. Mohan, the balance of the 
estate is to be paid in equal shares 
to McGill and Queen's- on the 
final dissolution of the estate. Mr. 
Mohan directed that the gifts 
"shall be used by the said univers- 
ities as their respective Board of 
Governers shall decide." 

Mr. Mohan was well known in 
business _ circles through his long 
association with General Foods 
Limited. He was graduated from 
McGill with the degree of B.Sc. 
in 1U08. After demonstrating for 
a tinte in the Chemistry Depart- 



ment at Queen's, hé- received the 
degree of M.Sc. from Queen's In 
1911. 

In addition to sharing equally in 
the residue of the estate, both 
McGill and Queen's received a 



specific bequest of $25,000 pay- 
able after Mrs;. Mohan's death, to 
establish scholarships in Chem- 
istry to the value of $1,000 a year. 
The scholarships arc to bo known 
as the R. T. Mohan Scholarships.
